That the goldbugs did not expect the sub- 
committee to yield to their demand for two 
clerks as well as two judges was demon- 
strated by gossip muc* more substantial 
than the rumor that as current yester- 
day, to the effect that at the meeting of 
the subcommittee in the afternoon it would 
rescind its action of the day before, acceding 
to the Francis demand for two clerks. This 
gossip became public property in all the 
pollticg resorts yesterday and created, no 
end og conjecture by reason of the fact that 
Its origin was traced directly to ex-Gov. 
Francis“ office. His brother, Tom, who has 


lossomed out wonderfully as a politician 
during the past few weeks, was invariably 
given as authority for the statement that 
the sub-committeee was liable to rescind its 
action. Brother Tom was either talking 
too much or was talking for a purpose 
when he gave the snap away. 

It is significant that the talk of rescinding 
was palpably more displeasing to the free 
silver leaders than to the goldbugs. When 
Col. Nick Bell heard of it he hurriedly 
hunted up Electton Commissioner Higgins, 
John A. Lee and other bimetallists who 
have been keeping close watch on the City 
Central Committee since it did the un- 
precedented and wholly unnecessary thing 
of ignoring the Ryan law and taking from 
the Board of Eiection Commisstoners con- 
trol of the primaries. Col. Bell conferred 
with these gentlemen for an hour or two, 
and then announced his and their opposition 
to the Ae reconsideration of Friday’s 
action by the subcommittee. 

“In the first place,” said Col. Bell, the 
demand of Mr. Francis and his goldbug 
friends for the allowance of a clerk for 
each delegation was perfectly fair and 
legitimate. None of the silver men outside 
of the committee opposed it. In fact, we 
were all heartily in favor of the subcom- 
mittee acceding to the demand. It was in 
the interest of fairness and justice, and 
we rejoiced when it was granted because 
of the prospect it afforded of giving nobody 
a chance to cry fraud when the primaries 
are over. 

“None of us asked for the rescinding of 
Friday's action, and we sincerely advise our 
friends in the committee not to help do it. 
The request for reconsidefation must have 
come from the gold bugs, and if it did it 
gives the Whole ‘snap way. It 
shows the insincerity of their plea for fair 
treatment. It shows that they are prepar- 
ing to manipulate Thursday's primaries by 
hook or crook.

DERVISHES DEFEATED. 


Fate of 5,000 Who Attacked the Na- 
tive Troops. 


MASSOWAH, April 4.—Advices received 
from the front announce that 5,000 der- 
vishes attacked an Italian native battalion 
on the morning of April 2 at Mount Mocran. 
Col. Stevani and forces from Kassala went 
to the assistance of the battalion, surpris- 
ing the enemy and driving the latter back. 

The dervishes were reinforced by sev- 
eral detachments from Tucraf and returned 
to the attack, but they were again repulsed, 
In an engagement which lasted four hours 
the Italians lost 100 killed and wounded, 
the dervishes suffering heavily killed and 
wounded and in addition many of their num- 
ber were made prisoners. 


SUAKIM, April 4.—Osman Digna, at the 
head of a large force of dervishes, has 
arrived at the Harasat Hills. The friendly 
Arabs are entrenched. at Erkoweit, barring 
the advance of the dervishes upon this 
place. 


An Unsatisfactory Situation. 


LONDON, April 4.—All official and semi- 
official statements to the contrary it is gen- 
erally admitted that the situation in South 
Africa is unsatisfactory. 

It seems beyond question that Buluwayo 
and Gwelo are the only two stations in 
Matabeleland which are in a defensive con- 
dition ard there is a strong possibility that 
communication with these towns will short- 
ly be entirely cut off:

What the Natty Cycliste Will 
Wear This Tear. 


BLOOMERS ARE TABOOED. 


Tailors Have Exerted All Their Skill to 
Provide a Suitable and Becomiag 
Costume fer Women. 


Eccentricity in bicycle costumes has been 
voted decidedly bad form says a critic in 
Harper’s Bazar, and while custom has 
somewhat blunted our sensibilities so that 
we pay little attention to the erstwhile 
remarkable sight of a woman in knicker- 
bockers or bloomers speeding along the 
crowded avenues of the city, we do not 
hesitate to express our repugnance to 
costumes so unfeminine and so unbecoming, 

Women have finally decided that it is pos- 
sible to have a costume for bicycling that 
will be becoming, suitable and inc@nspicu- 
ous; and, indeed, anything smarter or more 


becoming than some of the new costumes 
it would be extremely difficult to discovers; 
There is no use in women trying to excel 
men in sport. Nature, no less than custom, 

hag so arranged it, and while individual 
women do excel individual men occasionally, 
they are the exception, not the rule. It is 
not in the least necessary for a woman to 
ride phenomenally long distances at a 
frightful rate of speed in order to prove 
her ability as a cyclist. She will gain no 
lasting name or fame by-so doing; but, on 
the contrary, will speedily sink into ill 
health and consequent oblivion. 

The successful cyclist is ane PR becom- 
ingly garbs herself in a trim ell cut cos- 
tume, and is always ready for a ride of 
moderate duration. She is then in good 
health, good spirits and good looks. 

There are constantly being advertised 
new styles of bicycle costumes, Some are 
good, some are very poor, and the happy 
average is as hard to find as anything else. 
The tailors have been exerting all their 
skill to turn out some satisfactory style 
“which will, like the riding habit, prove 
that they alone are the people who s ould 
furnish such costumes; and it must he ad- 
mitted they do press their cloths much more 
satisfactorily, and the skirts they cut, as a 
rule, do hang the best. 

The proper length for the skirt Is now 
eonceded to be about to the top of the boots; 
no shorter, and for hall riding even longer. 
The fullness is all in the back, but there is 
so much goring over the hips and width be- 
low that the outlines of the figure are be- 
comingly hidden. On the correct cut of the 
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Skirt depends the beauty of the costume, 
which may be of a cheap material, if only 
it hangs well. 

There are two ways this season of arrang- 
One has it all beneath the folded-oyer 
pleats which meet ab the back; the other 
has two box pleats, double, like many of the 
walking costumes. The latter fashion looks 
rather better off the wheel, but the former 
looks best when riding, for the foldg hang 
more gracefully. 


The most becoming style for the waist Is 
the Nerfolk jacket, but this season the 
filled-in Eton jacket is more popular, The 
Norfolk jacket has the pleats sewed down 
(and cut away underneath), and there is 
none of the ugly bulkiness which formerly 
condemned that*garmen’ for stout women, 
It should be made to come quite below the 
waist-line, and with full-skirt effect, 

At the neck it cut open just enough to 
show the necktié “the four-in-hand, fash- 
lonable once again—and has small flat rey- 
ers.

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ENGLAND’S CYCLE OUTPUT. 


Was Enormous in 1895, but America 
Will Cut Into It. 


The aggregate value of England's bicycle 
exports for the year 1895 was $6,959,000. 
Members of the trade in this country expect 
to drive England away from the preserves 
in sight before many seasons roll on. A 
few years ago English bicycles were im- 
ported to this country, but the Americgn 
maker wanted the trade for his own. and 
he did not rest until he obtained it. Euro- 
* countries demand the greater part of 
he exports to-day. From Australia, South 
Africa and South Ameriea the demand is 
obviously limited, and yet several leading 
American houses have established branches 
in Australia, while even more are begin- 
ning to cultivate the field in Europe. 

“We will not,“ said a manufacturer re- 
cently, “pay much attention to foreign 
trade until the demand shows signs of 
slacking off in this country. We have 
shipped wheels to France, Italy, Germany 
and Russia, and we find that where prices 
and standards are the same American 
wheels are preferred to those of English 
make by foreign buyers.”’

Before the incoming of the pneumatic 
tire, springs were utilized in various forms 
on the bicycle frame in order to lessen 
somewhat the intense vibratidn and severe 
jolting experienced while riding a solid-tired 
machine over rough roads. Since the intro- 
|} duction of the pneumatic tire, spring frame 
machines have gradually fallen into disuse, 
until at the present time they are practi- 
cally obsolete. To a certain class of 
riders, though, the resiliency of the pneu- 
matic tire is not sufficient to counteract the 
vibration of a wheel, and there has been 
a steadily growing demand for something 
which would obviate this, even at the 
expense of rigidity and lightness. 

One of the popular forms of the spring 
frame consisted of a coil spring fitted be- 
tween the saddle tube and the rear forks 
of the frame. By means of ingenious 
joints at the crank hanger, the spring great- 
ly lessened the jolts and jars felt when going 
over the slightest unevenness of surface. 

By the utilization of compressed air tubes 
fitted between the perch tube and rear 
forks, taking up all vibration with the 
utmost nicety and precision this desider- 
atum is attained. The cushion frame does 
not alter the appearance of the machine 
appreciably, and adds but a few ounces to 
the weight, although diminishing the strain 
materially. All concussion is reduced to 
a minimum by the hygienic cushion frame. 
it is said, and riding becomes literally 
luxurious. Its construction admits or no 
deviation in distance between the seat and 
pedals nor between the sprocket wheels. 


BICYCLE SADDLES. 


Those of Proper Shape Are Essential 
to Good Riding. 


The necessity of choosing a saddle of 
proper shape and material cannot be too 


strongly impressed upon the cycle-buying 
public. Not only is this advice applicable 
to the new rider, but the cyclist of expe- 
rience will do well to give attention to the 
precept. The market this season is being 
flooded with sundry devices in saddle con- 
struction, which, like new patent medi- 
cine ‘cure-alls, meet with a ready sale to 
the unwary, only to be cast aside after 
a brief experience has proven their utter 
worthlessness. It does not pay to take the 
risk of purchasing every new fangled de- 
vice in saddies that comes out, not alone 
because of the pecuniary waste, but on ac- 
count of the detrimental physical effects 
attendant upon their use. 

These new devices are largely the expe- 
riments of theorists whose knowledge of 
the saddle question is based on what they 
think is the proper thing, instead of what 
experience has proved to be the best. The 
saddies which were furnished in the equip- 
ment of the standard machines last year 
demonstrated the fact that the light, firm 
leather saddle with a pommel was the only 
form of saddle that would stand the test 
of time, and will again be supplied by far- 
seeing makers, Eighteen years of experience 
in the Dicycle-making industry is a good 
criterion to judge by, and if makers who 
have had this experience fail to recognize 
merit in these new apologies for saddles 
the public is safe in accepting their judg- 
ment. 

Physicians’ certificates relatin to the 
merits of new patterns of bicwels saddles 
in the mpeg ity of instances are far from 
being infallible, and should be accepted with 
the greatest caution by intending purchas- 
ers. Doctors often judge a saddie’s merits 
upon its theoretical basis, without witness- 
ing the results of practical tests or making 
the tests themselves. Softness and elastic- 
ity are by no means the prime requisites 
of saddle construction, and where these 
features are pronounced the saddles pos- 
sessing thent have proven useless when the 
rider is called upon to do even an ordinary 
amount of riding. A fifty-mile ride will 
best test the virtues of a saddle, and how 
many of the new freaks which are mar- 
keted under the name of saddles will stand 
the test to the satisfaetion of the rider? 
A firm seat is the essential thing for easy 
riding, and only by use of a firm seat 
can a bicycle be kept r proper control.

P. Laing and a number of hardware firms 
fell into line and from that small begin- 
ning the local cycle trade has grown to its

m 100 wheels sold in St. Louis in 1886 
to 15,000, the number that conservative deal- 
ers estimate will be cold in 1896, is a big Jump 
and these figures tell better than words the 
hold the sport has taken upon the public. 
Ten years ago there were two h« .ses hand- 
ling wheels and to-day there are over forty. 
The bicycle trade here is substantial and 
well organized.

NEW YORK, April 4—The market for 
foreign exchange, which must be consid- 
ered the most important immediate feature 
in the financial situation, has continued 
strong all the week at about the high level 
established last week. There is still a frac- 
tional margin to be crossed, but it is not 
likely that gold shipments will be under- 
taken, unless for other purposes than the 
immediate profit in the transaction. 

The most instrumental factor in checking 
the advancing tendency in the foreign ex- 
change market has been the firmness in the 
money market coupled with the willingness 
of foreign bankers to employ their funds 
here at prevailing rates.

IRISH GIRLS AS FARM HANDS. 


Crop in War Times. 


Dr. Felix Grundy McGavock of McGavock, 
Ark., is one of the largest — on the 
Mississippi River. 

The doctor is one of the few lr not the 
only man in the South who ever raised a 
big cotton crop with none but female labor. 
During the war he was living near Pecan 
Point, Ark., having in charge three planta- 
tions One of them was on the bank of the 
Mississippi River, and the other two were 
removed some eight or ten miles from it. 
After the Federals took charge of the river 
it was impossible to raise a crop with slave 
labor on the river, as the blacks were con- 
scripted and and put in the Northern army. 
The doctor took all the slaves to the back 
plantations, and there got along quite nicely, 
except from the few marauding bands that 
infested the country and levied tribute on 
all alike. But there was the magnificent 
river land as (fertile as any that 
a crow ever flew over. To let it grow in 
weeds was a tremendous loss, and it could 
not be cultivated with male labor. 

The shins from across the ocean were 
then teeming with whites from Ireland 
and other countries in which the people 


the Government, and the idea struck hin 

that it would be a good thing to import 
some of the women to the South and raise 
crops with them. With this idea in view 
he went to New Yor saw some of the 
immigration agents and went out to see a 
load that was coming in on one of the 
steamers. He talked the matter over with 
the women, and they seemed to take to it. 
As soon as hey landed at Castle Garden he 
mingled among them and told them the 
exact conditions in this section of the coun- 
try.

With the exception of a 
few of the older girls, who thought that 
they knew more than did those from whom 
they were to get their orders, there was ab- 
solutely no trouble with any of them, and all 
were happy. The younger ones,“ said he, 
“did their work in the most satisfactory 
Manner and seemed to like it.

HOW TO MAKE BREAD. 


A St. Louis Housewife Gives an Un- 
failing Receipt. 

What housewife does not desire to know 
the art of breadmaking? She may be Noa. 
1 in pastry and cake making, but bread is 
one of the most essential things to know 
how to prepare. How often you hear a 
remark like this from a careworn little 
wife: “I had such poor luck with my 
bread to-day, and will have it to throw 


This is all unnecessary. I have been 
married three years and during that time 
have never had enough waste bread to 
make pancakes for one meal, nor Lave I 
wasted one loaf of a. 

In the first place never purchase a cheap 
grade of flour. It is the most expensive 
n the end. I have tried all makes of yeast, 
and find none equal to the yeast cream. 
I find I can bake my bread one and a half 
hours sooner and it never has a sour taste 
or smell, as in other dry yeasts. 
I will now give my receipt for six large 
loaves of bread. 

When preparing your 12 o’clock dinner 
scald three tablespoonfuls of flour with 
potato water, add one cup of nicely mashed 
potatoes, and three pints of potate water 
without salt. When lukewarm add one 
cake of yeastcream that has been dissolved 
im warm water. Let this stand until night, 
then scala one and a half pints of butter- 


milk (or sweet milk that has been soured 


is preferable), and pour into your crock, 
ond etches with flour. Let it stand over 
night. 

Be sure your crock will hold twice the 
amount you have in it, otherwise it will 
run out. 

In the morning add one tablespoonful of 
salt, one cup of sugar and a smal! handful 
of shortening. Mix well and knead not less 
than twenty minutes on a doggh tray. If 
the weather is cool place your crock in 
a warm place while kneading and if con- 
venient place another warm crock over it 
while raising. 

Let it raise the second time, then shape 
into loaves.

The flower of the moment, expensive and 
fragile, is the orchid. A few years ago 
never seen in this country outside the con- 
servatory of the millionaire, the orchid is 
now the accepted decoration for dinners, 
luncheons and wedding breakfasts, 

The several varieties and colors are, of 
course, popular for different occasions. For 
the debutante’s luncheon party the cyple- 
pedium is preferred, with its transparent 
petals and modest gray color. These are 
also much used in decorations for coming- 
out parties (Quaker lunches) of Philadel- 
phia maids. 

For dinner parties the catlya is much in 
favor, with its rich combination - of 
lavender, purple and yellow. With 
the free use of ferns the effect is 


tropical in the extreme. It should be borne 
m mind that orchids are never combined 
with any other variety of blossoms or with 
delicate vines. It is permissible to arrange 
different colors of orchids in the same bou- 
quet, but even this suggestion is not often 
called for. 

The decorations for an orchid dinner will 
cost from $200 to $300, accordihg to the 
number and variety of the delicate air 
plants employed. 

Two varieties of white orchids are popu- 
lar for wedding decorations—the desdrobti- 
um and the phaeluopsis, The former is the 
most beautiful and expensive and hence 
the most sought after. It is cultivated in 
slender diaphanous sprays, sometimes 
measuring two and three feet in length 
and holding from three to four dozen pure 
white blossoms on the stalk. These, inter- 
mingled with luxurious ferns, form the 
center piece for the wedding breakfast table 
and are arranged without green for the 
wedding bouquet, the former at a cost of 
$250 and the latter at not less than $75. 

The hardier varieties of these costly blos- 
soms are much in vogue as a corsage bou- 
quet for the promenade. The violet colored 
catlya is most sumptuous in effect; worn 
with black velvet and chinchilla, and the

A St. Louis Housewife Gives an Un- 
failing Receipt. 

What housewife does not desire to know 
the art of breadmaking? She may be Noa. 
1 in pastry and cake making, but bread is 
one of the most essential things to know 
how to prepare. How often you hear a 
remark like this from a careworn little 
wife: 1 had such poor luck with my 
bread to-day, and will have it to throw 


out.“ 

This is all unnecessary. I have been 
married three years and during that time 
have never had enough waste bread to 
make pancakes for one meal, nor Lave I 
wasted one loaf of bread. 

In the first place never purchase a cheap 
grade of flour. It is the most expensive 
in the end. I have tried all makes of yeast, 
and find none equal to the yeast cream. 
I find I can bake my bread one and a half 
hours sooner and it never has a sour taste 
or smell, as in using other dry yeasts. 
I will now give my receipt for six large 
loaves of bread. 

When preparing your 12 o’clock dinner 
scald three tablespoonfuls of flour with 
potato water, add one cup of nicely mashed 
potatoes, and three pints of potate water 
without salt. When lukewarm add one 
cake of yeastcream that has been dissolved 
th warm water. Let this stand until night, 
then scald one and a half pints of butter- 


milk (or sweet milk that has been soured 


is preferable), and pour into your crock, 
and thicke with flour. Let it stand over 
night. 

Be sure your crock will hold twice the 
amount you have in it, otherwise it will 
run out. 

In the morning add one tablespoonful of 
salt, one cup of sugar and a small handful 
of shortening. Mix well and knead not less 
than twenty minutes on a doggh tray. If 
the weather is cool place your crock in 
a warm place while kneading and if con- 
venient place another warm crock over it 
while raising. 

Let it raise the second time, then shape 
into loaves.

When the fluoroscope is 
adjusted to the eyes the bottom of it is 
covered with the tungstate of calcium crys- 
tals which become fluorescent, and the 
lamp can be seen.

MISSING GEORGE SUSANEKA. 


ather’s Su tion Nearly Gets 
* Him in Trouble. : 


Joseph Susanka has decided to offer a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the return of his 8-year- 
old son George, who has been missing from 
his home at 1410 Dillon street since June 13 


of last year. 
The facts in regard to the boy’s disappear- 
ance will be remembered. He was playing 


with his brother and some other compan- 
fons near the lake in Lafayette Park. Sud- 
denly he was missed and has not been seen 
The Post-Dispatch first reported the 
disappearance and soon the case attracted 
widespread attention. It was thought the 
boy had fallen into the lake and it was 
thoroughly dragged, but no trace of him 
was. found. The distracted father made 
a number of journeys into this and neigh- 
boring States, following false clews, and 
spent considerable money in the search. 
Then Johnson, the alleged mind-reader, got 
hold of the old man and was sure he could 
find the boy. Johnson got a large amount 
of free advertising, but the boy was not 
found. 


On several occasions the credulous old 
man, together with his wife, has been im- 
posed upon by fortune-tellers. Recently 
another of the ilk got him in tow and it 
nearly resulted in getting him into trouble 
with the Federal authorities for violating 
the postal laws. 

At the time of the disappearance abduc- 
tion for ransom or by some enemy was 
suggested. Susanka said that the only ene- 
mies he had were John Shiber of Edwards- 
ville, III., who had married his daughter 
without his consent, and Wflliam Peterka 
of Galesburg, III., a brother of Mrs. Susan- 
ka, who had quarreled with her about their 
father’s life insurance. 

Mrs. Mary Johnson of 3536A Sheridan av- 
enue, who claims to receive divine revela- 
tions, recently told Susanka that heaven 
had given her the divine power to locate his 
boy. Mrs. Johnson refused pay for her ser- 
vices, saying that she was merely fulfill- 


Ing God's will, and would receive her re- 


ward hereafter. Obeying her instructions 
he wrote to Shiber and Peterka letters set- 
ting forth that it had been revealed to 
him that they had taken George, not to 
keep him, but out of malice, and setting 
forth that he would forgive and forget all 
if they would return the boy. 


No replies were received to either letter, 
whereupon Mrs. Johnson wrote similar let- 
ters to them. She said they were strangers 
to her, but that through a strange gift from 
heaven “she knew for a certainty that the 
child was being concealed by one of them, 
and urging them to send the boy back, with- 
out fear of the law as no one but them- 
selves, the writer, and Susanka would ever 
know the truth. She inclosed the following 
solemn promise signed by herself and hus- 
band: 

“We promise in the sight of heaven, we 
promise by the power of heaven that has 
fallen upon us that there will be silence 
and only silence, on our part.

“CHAS. JOHNSON.”

Mr. Vaughn said recently: “There is 
no reason why we should not be able to 
telephone as far as we telegraph. The 
Whole trouble has heretofore been that not 
enough power has been applied to the tele- 
phone in the proper place. By that I mean 
not enough to overcome the induction and 
foreign interference from other electrical 
sources. I will overcome this by storing 
the foreign interferences in a coil and sup- 
plying sufficient power to overbalance 
them. The whole question hinges upon 
—— 1 to concentrate power in the proper 
places.“ 


The telephone used by Mr. Vaughn will 
somewhat resemble the one in use at pres- 
ent, only it will be in an enlarged form. 
It will be placed in a cabinet about twenty 
inches wide and five feet high. The bat- 
tery power and coils will be concealed 
in this cabinet. By stepping upon a foot 
board a connecting rod to the left will put 
the batteries and coils in connection with 
the transmitter. This will abolish the 
switching device now used. The receiver 
will be located in a projecting shelf and at- 
tached to it will be a rubber ear tube sim- 
ilar to that of the phonograph. 


Relative to the mode of making connec- 
tions in the cabinet or the effects pro- 
duced the inventor said that he did not 
care at present to speak. The model is 
about ready and his invention will be giv- 
en a public test within a few days. 

Thomas A. Edison, when asked about 
— Vaughn's new transatlantic telephone, 
said: 


“There is nothing in it. It cannot be 
done. It is impossible to get more than 
six waves of sound a second through the 
water at that distance. When any more 
than that are put through it runs together 
at the other end and is unintelligible. A 
teldphone cable from New York to Coney 
Island is impracticable.

The Indifference of Citizens the 
Cause of the Trouble. 


CO-OPERATION IS THE THING. 


The Parkhurst of St. Louis Outlines His 


Views but It Will Take a Long Time 
te Achieve an Ideal Government. 


' 


Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church, Beaumont and Locust 
streets, has ettracted much attention by his 
series of Mures on Municipal Reform.“ 
A Post-Dispatch reporter interviewed him 
on the origin of his crusade, his ideas of 
city government as ft is, and as it should be, 
and the means whereby he hopes to work 
a change. The first question was: 


What gave rise to your course of ser- | 


mons on ‘Municipal Reform?” | 

“Last winter I delivered a course on 
‘Socialism,’ which occupied fifteen success- 
ive Sunday evenings. In their preparation 


my attention was attracted to the relation 
between municipal government and un- 
ha by social conditions. A mass of letters, 
called out by those lectures, put in my 
possession a great variety of alleged facts 
concerning our own city. In ta ng with 
members of my own congregation I found 
a lamentable ignoranee and indifference 
concerning civic matters, and this led me 
to plan the present course on ‘Municipal 
Reform.“ 

Their delivery wag somewhat accelerated 
by an experience of six weeks before the 
Committee of Public Improvements of the 
House of Delegates with reference to a bill 
for the site of the proposed armory. The 
developments of that committee-room led 
me to consider the whole question of prac- 
tical city administration and I announced 
the course. A single gentence in the open- 
ing lecture, which dealt with the problem 
of the modern city, has called forth public 


comment, somewhat changing the original |. 


order of my subjects.“ 

“How do you look 
our city as a whole?“ 

“The population of St. Louis is divided 
into groups of people, made up of. intense 
individualists. he members of each grou 
co-operate with the chief view to eac 
man's main chance, restrained, of course, 
in a measure by their maxims of business 
and relationships, in clubs. Outside of 
these groups is a multitude of unattached 
persons all bent on loeking out for No. 1. 
To both these classes corporate municipal 
action is wholly a matter of indifference 
and neglect. The only citizens who seem 
really to care for the city as a corporation 
are the comparatively few people who see 
in its administration machinery a means of 
getting gain—what they could not win in 
the competitions of honest industry, 

“Thus we have on the one hand 4 class 
of rich men, who know that they can buy 
what they want of the city and äre, there- 
fore, wholly indifferent as to questions of 
honest aguiniatratioge of City vernment, 
and on the other hand a class of men hold- 
ing various city offices or able to influence 
such as hold them, who relish the per- 
quisites of their unique positions. This state 
of affairs has resulted first in causing 
many citizens to come to feel that there 
is nothing particularly bad in getting what 
one must have out of the City Government 
by fair or foul means.. For example, a 
business man has entered upon a certain in- 
dustry, for the success of which he must 
have a certain favor from the municipality. 
He finds that the presentation of his case 
to the proper authorities by Yair and reas- 
onable argument fails o pice obvecs. There 
seems to be but one rec left, to buy 
the privilege or give up his enterprise. He 
does the former, and so increases the demor- 
alization of the City Government. This in 
turn reacts upon his conscience and the 
conscience of every other man needing city 
ald until the public conscience is debauched. 

“The second result is that the long con- 
tinuance of this system has so demoralized 
all departments of administration that the 
desire to make as much as possible out 
of one’s position during the short term of 
office has filtered down to the lower grades 
of officers, so that it.is common to hear 
them say: ‘Well, what do you expect of 
us? We are only in for so many years and 
5 4 must make the most we can in that 

me.“ 

What, in your judgment, can change this 
State of affairs?’ 

“A civic revival, a revival of civic patriot- 
ism, the awakening of a common con- 
sciousness that we have a city corporation 
of whith each citizen is a constituent and 
responsible member. Then let this awak- 
ened consciousness find its natural expres- 
sion in some effective organization for re- 
lief. This cannot be done by any one organ- 
ization or set of individuals. All efforts 
made by companies of men in a personally 
conducted crusade against the tremendous 
evils of city administration have failed to 
render any permanent relief and must in 
the nature of the case always fail. What 
is needed is cc-operation between all kinds 
of existing organizations like the Commer- 
cial Club, the St. Louls Club, Mercantile 
Club, the trades and labor unions, Business 
Men’s League, Taxpayers’ League, Real 
Estate Exchange, Merchants’ Exchange, 
Builders’ Exchange, Civic Federation, 
woman’s clubs and every other organization 
that may unite with the one aim to make 
St. Louis the best governed, the cleanest 
and the healthiest city in the country. In 
a word, every organ of a more sensitive 
municipal conscience must co-operate and 
this co-operation should result in a central 
executive committee. or bureau in which 
all these various bodies are impartially rep- 
resented. This organ of co-operation should 
be a sort of clearing-house for all. It shoul 
be a non-political, non-sectarian center o 
operations, and eventuate in practical ac- 
tion for a better state of things in the city. 
Any movement to be effectual in municipal 
reform must be comprehensive rather than 
fragmentary.”’ 

“What will keep such a heterogenous cen- 
tral body from going to pieces? 

‘The singleness of its alm. Every citigen 
who has the least spark of civic pride ean 
unite in the one sole purpose of purifying 
the practical administration of the city gov- 
ernment. Whatever his opinions mag be 
on other questions of reform, he must know 
that there is little hope of reform in any 
direction without a pure and honest cit 

That is vital and. essential.

The Mest Daring Trip of Modern 
Times Projected. 


The most daring, venturous trip of mod- 
ern times is to be undertaken by Capt. 
Walter Jackson of Ipswich, England. Ina 
craft that is only N feet long he will at- 
tempt to make the Northeast passage, a 
feat that has been accomplished but once, 
and that nearly twenty years ago. 

To do what Prof. Nordenskiold did in 
1878 has been the ambition of Capt. Jack- 
son Many years. Every farthing he could 
save was set aside for the purchase of a 
boat. This he has at last procured, and 


in a short time he will begin the voyage 
to the frozen seas. 

There are not md#hy who would care to 
risk their lives in Capt. Jackson's craft. 
It was a lifeboat originally, 37 feet long 
and 7 feet beam. his he has strength- 
ened and built in amidships so as to form 
a flush deck, with a very long, low cabin 
beneath. Capt. Jackson has christened 
his little vessel the Venture. 

There are sleeping accommodations for 
three men—himself, an engineer and an 
able seaman, 

The Venture is provided with a six horse- 
power oil engine, the liquid fuel being car- 
ried in tanks below the cabin floor, so as to 
act as ballast_and give the necessary sta- 
bility to the véssel. As the oil tanks ar 
emptied they will be filled up with water 
so that the equilibrium of the little craft 
may be maintained. In order to econo- 
mize the fuel and take advantage of favor- 
ing winds and prevent her from being 
rendered helpless by any mishap to her 
machinery, she has been rigged as a lug- 


ger. 

Capt. Jackson expects to start early in 
June. Provisions sufficient to last eight- 
teen months will be carried. Cocoa, canned 
meats and ship’s bread. will form the bulk 
of the stores in the commissariat’s depart- 


ment. 

The object of this hazardous excursion is 
rather Quixotic. When Prof. Nordenskiold 
reached the most northern point of the 
Asiatic continent—Cape Cheluyskin—he built 
a small cairn, and in it placed a copper * 
Under containing documents, written in 
three languages, with a request that any 
one finding them should send the documents 
to the King of Sweden. Most men would 
be content to leave the copper cylinder and 
its contents undisturbed through eternity. 
Capt. Jackson is not. He has vowed to 
bring back the documents. 

Capt. Jackson ex ts to reach the mouth 
of the Yenisei River some time in July. 
Then he will make a dash for Cape Cheluy- 
skin and the cairn, and after abstracting 
the cylinder containing the documents he 
will plant a British Union Jack and leave 
it there to wave itself to tatters while he 
carefully picks his way afong the Asiatic 
shore. It is at Cape Cheluyskin, by the way, 
according to the Arctic explorer, Capt. 
Wiggins, that information coneerning Dr. 
Nansen will probably be found, as stores 
were left there for him.
